The Canadian Wheat Board has 
announced that until further no¬ 
tice sales of Board wheat at coun¬ 
try elevators will be made at 
$1.58'A a bushel, bas : s 1 northern, 
less the freight rate to Fort Wil¬ 
liam or Vancouver, whichever is 
the lower. 

To this price the regular ^ver¬ 
sion premium will be added, which 
is, l-5/8c per bushel in the case of 
1, 2 and 3 northern; 2-1/7c on 4 
northern and all other grades in¬ 
cluding durums, garnets or Aloer- 
ta red winters, with an additional 
%c per bushel on all grades of 
lough wheat.

The Alberta government ended 
its fiscal year of 11 ) 46-47 0 n March 
31 with an overall surplus of more 
than six million, instead of the an¬ 
ticipated deficit of over three mil¬ 
lion. In the later three month per¬ 
iod from April 1 to June 30 therb 
is an over-all cash surplus of al¬ 
most four million. 

Liquor profits yielded $9,718,034, 
the highest in the board’s history, 
compared with an estimate of $6-, 
000,000. 

Officials point out that one rea 
son for the financial showing of the 
province being so much better than 
had been expected was the great 
gain in liquor profits, exceeding 
estimates by more than $3,718,000. 

From the gasoline and fuel oil 
tax, the province took In $5,403,- 
921, which was $903,921 in excess 
fcf the estimate. Motor car and 
truck licences produced $3,649,821 

Operations of the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment Telephones for the 1946- 
47 fiscal year resulted in a surplus 
of $1,207,397 which was trans¬ 
ferred to deficit account. This was 
an increase of $538,346 over the 
previous year. 

At March 31, the net funded and 
unfunded debt of the province

The great lesson impressed by those readers was 
that one could not count on anything except perhaps 
some inward power of endurance which made death 
just one of those things. Terrors lurked by Aood and 
Aeld to pluck the faithful or unwary from the scene 
o' life. The more noble and obedient a child, the 
greater his chances of early demise. And parents 
seemed bent on throwing children into the most 
ghastly situations-. Adults themselves, it may be 
noted, escaped fairly 1‘ffhtly.

The values of early fall cultiva¬ 
tion of stubble is appreciated by 
many farmers and it is likely that 
more stubble than ever will be cul¬ 
tivated this fall. If such a practice 
is contemplated it is important to 
cultivate as soon as possible after 
harvesting the crop. 

At this time weeds are small and 
can be killed before they have 
removed valuable moisture from 
the soil. The germination of weed 
seeds is also facilitated. By breaic- 
ing up the soil surface fall rains 
can penetrate more easily. 

The sooner rain soaks into the 
soil’below the 4 inch surface layer 
the better. Once moisture enters 
the sub-soil it is removed almost 
wholly by plant growth, very little 
being subject to loss by evapora¬ 
tion. 

It -should be remembered that 
ciubble from this year’s crop is 
expected to furnish protection 
against soil drifting for the ensu¬ 
ing eighteen months. Therefore ex¬ 
treme care is necessary to- avoid 
undue deterioration of the Stubble 
in performing the fall operation. 

Blade cultivators have proven to 
be most satisfactory for this work 
since the stubble is left In an up¬ 
right position.

It is dismissed with crispness and brevity, in favor 
of happier themes.

Pays Maintenance Costs 


FALL BLADE 

IMMEDIATELY BEHIND THE COMBINE 

StQp Spring Run-Off 


With our supply of American 
dollars vanishing this is no time 
for embargoes on agricultural pro¬ 
ducts to the United States, argues 
The Financial Post. 

“We have what amounts to a 
virtual enfbargo on all meat live¬ 
stock shipments to the United 
States. Ws have almost as strin¬ 
gent restrictions on the export of 
most livestock feeds. In one-way 
and another, too, Ottawa curtails 
the natural flow southward oi a 
lot of other farm and food pro 
ducts, which we could spare and 
which American would be glad to 
buy in large quantities. These re¬ 
strictions grew up during the war 
years. > 

“Removal of export restrictions, 
might temporarily disrupt some of 
our export to -Great Britain and i,t 
would most certainly upset some 
domestic retail prices. But many of 
these, in the meat line- especially, 
are f ctiticus anyway, only pos¬ 
sible through a complicated system 
of feed subsidies, bonuses and oth¬ 
er government help. Eventually as 
taxpayers, we foot the bill. 

“In the meantime these artific¬ 
ially low prices are encouraging a 
lot of us to eat up a surplus we 
used to sell to the United States 
and, judged by actual current ship¬ 
ments, they are not resulting in. 
any more food getting to Great 
Britain, 

“A more realistic price and ex¬ 
port policy would stimulate great-, 
er production and after all that is 
what counts most in the world. 


In the publication of the 1946-47 
annual financial report of the Al¬ 
berta government it was shown 
that the telephone service showed 
a surplus of over one million dol¬ 
lars. 

The Lethbridge Herald editorial¬ 
ly traces the history of this gov¬ 
ernment owned facility since the 
birth of the province. In 1908 th% 
Liberal government of that date 
purchased the system from the 
Bell Telephone Company.| The sale 
was made for 6883,000 and only 
exchanges of Edmonton and Red 
Deer were not included. 

Then came the period of expan¬ 
sion with new settlement and a 
big program of rural Construction. 
Since rural lines were not used as 
much as town lines the rqral ser¬ 
vice was jus( $1.26 a month. This 
'was not enough to cover the over¬ 
head and service and for years the 
government' service operated, at a 
loss. 

After experts had studied the 
situation for years, the rural tele¬ 
phone service was written off and 
ten million dollars of the 'govern¬ 
ment telephone system cost was 
absorbed into general debt. At that 
time the lines were sold at ridic¬ 
ulously low figure to the farm 
groups forming a mutually owned 
telephone service. These rural tele¬ 
phone companies have carried on 
at very small cost,-maintaining this 
nocessary connection. 

“But” says the Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald, “the amputation of the rural 
lines .from the government-owned 
system has made-the rural 


wise defrauded of such healthful 
surroundings enjoy the delights of 
camp life.
